Inquiries from several growers ot 


various parts of the state indicate 
that watermelons are affected with 
diseases this spring 
Dr C D Sher- ,j» 


bakoff assistant plant pathologist to 
the University of Florida experiment 
station 
found only two 
prominent 


diseases In a recent visit to some -ot 
the melon sections These were blos- 
som eno rot and the wilt 
Blossom, 


end rot is probably due to the effect 
of sudden dry and hot weather and 
is probablv be} ond control under pres- 
ent methods of culture 


The nilt is pre\alent in many sec- 


tions 
It is 
caused by a 
fungus 


winch can 
live in the soil 
about 


twelve vears and hence infect new 
<:rops 
It is introduced into the soil 


with the "seed 
Therefore, the only 


efficient methods of prevention are to 
disinfect the seed and practice crop 
rotation 
For the 
treatment soak 


the seed ten minutes in a 1 to 1600 
corrosive sublimate solution rinse In 
clean water and 
plant immediately 


Of course it is too late to treat the 
seed this vear but 
growers should 


note the effects of the disease now 
and resolve to prevent it next year 


That watermelons cannot be grown 


several years in succession on the 
same land is "probably due to this 
disease 
\Vherever 
growers fail to 


treat their seed several 
plants al- 


most invariably 
show the 
trouble. 


Enough spores, therefore, are pro- 
duced to contaminate the entire MM. 
Plowing and harrowing scatter them 
so that they are ready to attack a 
large number of new plants 
Pven 


with seed treatment there will be a 
gradual increase ot the trouble and 
crop rotation should be followed as 
an additional precaution 


Diseased 
plants which 
appear In 


the field should be pulled up carefully, 
to get all the roots, and destroyed 
where they stood The ground should 
be treated with some fungicide such 
as bluestone

diseases this spring

it is introduced into the soil

Therefore, the only 


efficient methods of prevention are to 
disinfect the seed and practice crop 
rotation 
For the 
treatment soak 


the seed ten minutes in a 1 to 1600 
corrosive sublimate solution rinse In 
clean water and 
plant immediately 


Of course it is too late to treat the 
seed this vear but 
growers should 


note the effects of the disease now 
and resolve to prevent it next year 


That watermelons cannot be grown 


several years in succession on the 
same land is "probably due to this 
disease 
Wherever growers fail to 


treat their seed several plants al- 
most invariably 
Enough spores, 


show the 
trouble, 


therefore, are pro- 


duced to contaminate the entire MM. 
Plowing and harrowing scatter them 
so that they are ready to attack a 
large number of new plants 
fven 


with seed treatment there will be a 
gradual increase ot the trouble and 
crop rotation should be followed as 
an additional precaution 


Diseased 
plants which appear In 


the field should be pulled up carefully, 
to get all the roots, and destroyed 
where they stood The ground should 
be treated with some fungicide such 
as blucstone

The mound it 
was my personal 


pleasure to Investigate lies just at 
the edge ,of town and the house in 
which I visited Is built on its top. 
This mound was 250 feet wide by 400 
feet long and 25 feet high at the high 
est point. Until a few years ago this 
whole mound was a veritable jungle, 
there are still growing upon It many 


shell mound and without any warning I portions of which still remain. Th 


palm trees and 
wonderful old live 


oaks. 


Old Trees on Mounds. 


Situated on top of the mound, off 


in a corner of the jungle, which still 
remains, is a clump of live oak trees 
eight in number, with an average di- 
mension of about three feet, which 
have grown up around the original 
tree which has died. 
The space in 


the middle where the original tree 
stood is over eight feet. According to 
a table of calculations, the trees with 
a three feet diameter would be ap- 
proximately 250 years old, while the 
original one was probably 550 years 
old. 


This clump of trees then represents 


approximately a period of about S'"> 
years-.-their occupancy of the top of 
the shell mound. Here on the top of 
the mound was also found portions of 
the foundation wall ot what v a-; sup- 
posedly one of the Turnbull mansions. 
I have here a small fragment of ce- 
ment, marked off in diamond pattern, 


k which once had been a portion of the 


floor. 


One of your 
first walks in New 


Smyrna will doubtless be along the 
river front—meaning the road wind- 
ing along the Indian river. You turn 
Into an Innocent looking path, climb 
some stone steps built into a stone 
wall, walk half across this block be- 
fore you realize you are on top of a 


you arrive at the old tort. 


Evidences of Pati 


Three mute evidences, until recent- 


ly. stood in New Smyrna, as proof of 
a mysterious past. I name them In 
the order In which they were given 
to me: 


The Rock House. 
The Old Fort. 
The Spanish Mission. 
Their relation Is explained in this 


wise: 


The Rock house which stood facing 


Mosquito inlet was a lookout. 
The 


fort, built on the river front was a 
fortification to guard the old Spanish 
mission some two miles back inland. 
The fort lay buried and unsuspected — 
how long their Is no evidence — under 
a shell 
mound and was only dis- 


covered when this mound was opened 
up and the shell carried away for 
road building 
purposes. 
Here 
it 


stands, just off the public highway, 
unsuspected still by the causal passer 
by, but inviting inspection for the in 
terested, perfect in many details — a 
mystery still. The 
stone of which 


It is built is the same coquina rock 
found and used there now, the blocks 
as perfectly cut as any modern stone 
work and the cement holds perfectly 
still. 


The Old Mission. 


The mission, for whose protection 


the fort was built, nearly perished a 
few years ago, when some 
short- 


sighted person 
conceived the happy 


idea of tearing it down to use the 
stone in building a wall. To protect 
It in future, the entire property was 
purchased by a Mr. Connor of New 
York. The drive to the mission is 
wierd and delightful, the road wind- 
ing chiefly through a. 
semi-tropical 


jungle, such a tangle of lofty oak and 
palm and more lowly red cedar, while 
over and through and around it all 
hangs the gray moss and winds the 
yellow jasmine. 


Then you come upon a stark old 


stone chimney, rearing its huge form 
staunch and loyal still—it is isolated 
and alone, not a remaining scrap to 
five an explanation as to why it was 
built. Nobody knows why, nobody 
mows anything about it—and there, 
silent and lonely in the great pine 
flats by the margin .it the torest 
lands the mission—it is a place of 
lilgnmage 


cemetery was close by and there pre- 
sumably gathered the savages from 
far and near to gaze and wonder a 
the black-robed medicine men and the 
new modes of worshipping the Qrea 
Spirit.

sembles an Undersea Boat. 


ITS HABITS IN THE WATER, 


Although It Can Swim Only Whtn 


Submerged and Mutt RIM to Uw 
Surface Ev«ry Few Minutes, It li a 
Murv.l of Sowd. 


We have come to regard the Bearing 


albatross or tbe condor us tbe proto- 
type of tbe aeroplane. Wben we look 
for a natural model for tbe submarine 
we find It well made In tbe body of the 
fur seal and fully suggested by Its 
method of progression In tbe sea. for it 
travels there ouly when wholly sub- 
merged. 


Unlike, however, the "unteneebote," 


the fur seal is not fitted for swlmuln;,- 
on the surface: It only rises there to 
survey, to breathe and to sleep. It 
never attempts to swim with head 
ibove water on any course, no matter 
how short. It rises when undisturbed 
or not alarmed, looks about witb, head 
and neck well stretched up above the 
surface of the sea, fllls Its lungs with 
air (literally compressed), turns its 
lead down and with Us powerful au- 
erfor flippers driven Itself below the

There Is to be observed u clog^ re 


seinblnncc between the clgur shaped 
submarine boat and the body form of 
the fur seal. As «•« view them lateral- 
ly, this resemblance is complete. They 
are both driven ahead by feathering 
screws, and they are both kept on the 
level of their-submerged course at a 
given distance below the surface by 
rudders. 


Theu we observe that the perisco|ie. 


to which the submarine craft owes all 
of Its efficiency, is duplicated exactly 
by the seal's nose and eyes and which 
ure all th|f It ever lifts above tbe sur- 
face when startled and In flight of 
passage. 


Again we note that the fur seal ta 


a submarine has a great advantage 
over the human boat—It baa eyes that 
can look ahead and around under wa- 
ter—how far we do not know, but U 
Is reasonable to assume that the seal's 
eye can see as far under water as the 
«ye of a camera can, which we have 
the evidence of In good records. 


Then, too, it also has an acute sense 


of hearing under sea, for we know that 
the whirring of a propeller's screw 
will drive all the seals away for miles 
around a steamer. We know that be- 
:ause some of the early pelagic scal- 
IUB vessels were Httod witb small inn- 
iliury scivws. and these, when put Into 
use. had to be removed. 


With reference to the powers of de- 


struction, of course our fur seal boat 
has no torpedo tubes, but it can and 
does "shoot Its mouth off" at fish with 
a deadly certainty. 


In this connection It Is Interesting to 


note that seals do not catch ash by 
pursuit of them—not at nil. 
They 


shoot down from above upon the back, 
or up from below to strike at the bel- 
lies of their finny prey. 


How fast these phoclne submarines 


can speed up under the stimulus of 
excitement or fear no one knows. But 
It Is well known when a Vessel Is com- 
ing down before n gale of wind from 
the Islands, logging fourteen to sixteen 
knots, that a bevy of fur seals will of- 
ten follow the ship for hours and re- 
peatedly swim by It. swim around It 
and then renew the chase and circling 
of It.—Henry W. Elliott in New York 
Times.

trlbatod on both sides of the river. 
Which would scarcely hare happened 
kad the aea done the building, one 
pile would have been washed away 
u the other was accumulating. Then 
A yon search Into the construction 
of the mound you And first the sand 
of the beach, then shell, then a layer 
•f wood ashes, more-shell, then char- 
coal and so on alternating layers of 
shell, ashes and charcoal, but no more 
•and, which there would have been 
had" the ocean ever swept over the 
mounds, also the wood ashes would 
have disappeared Instead of remain- 
ing in distinct layers sometimes ten 
Inches deep. Turtle mound, by some 
authorities considered the largest 
mound in this country, being vari& 
ously estimated at from 30 to 40 feet 
high, is a few hours ride from. New 
Smyrna down the Indian river, on the 
opposite side. Here I gathered a few 
pieces of pottery but had no oppor- 
tunity for digging. 


The mound it 
was my personal 


pleasure to Investigate lies just at 
the edge ,of town and the house in 
which I visited is built on its top. 
This mound was 250 feet wide by 400 
feet long and 25 feet high at the high- 
est point. Until a few years ago this 
whole mound was a veritable jungle, 
there are still growing upon It many 
palm trees and 
wonderful old live 


oaks. 


Old Trees on Mound*. 


Situated on top of the mound, off 


in a corner of the jungle, which still 
remains, is a clump of live oak trees 
eight in number, with an average di- 
mension of about three feet, which 
have grown up around the original 
tree which has died. 
The space in 


the middle where the original tree 
stood Is over eight feet. According to 
a table of calculations, the trees with 
a three feet diameter would be ap- 
proximately 250 years old, while the 
original one was probably 550 years 
old. 


This clump of trees then represents 


approximately a period of about S'"> 
years--their occupancy of the top of 
the shell mound. Here on the top of 
the mound was also found portions of 
the foundation wall of what va-i sup- 
posedly one of the Turnbull mansions. 
I have here a small fragment of ce- 
ment, marked off in diamond pattern, 


k which once had been a portion of the 


floor. 


One of your 
first walks In New 


Smyrna will doubtless be along the 
river front—meaning the road wind- 
ing along the Indian river. You turn 
into an Innocent looking path, climb 
some stone steps built into a stone 
wall, walk half across this block be- 
fore you realize you are on top of a 


shell mound and without any warning 
you arrive at the old tort. 


Evidence* of Past. 


Three mute evidences, until recent 


ly. stood In New Smyrna, as proof of 
a mysterious past. I name them In 
tbe order in which they were given 
to me: 


The Rock House. 
The Old Fort. 
The Spanish Mission. 
Their relation Is explained In this 


wise: 


The Rock house which stood facing 


Mosquito inlet was a lookout. 
The 


fort, built on the river front was a 
fortification to guard the old Spanish 
mission some two miles back inland. 
The fort lay buried and unsuspected— 
how long their Is no evidence—under 
a shell 
mound and was only dis- 


covered when this mound was opened 
up and the shell carried away for 
road building 
purposes. 
Here 
it 


stands, just off the public highway, 
unsuspected still by the causal passer 
by, but inviting inspection for the in- 
terested, perfect in 
mystery still. The 


many details—a 
stone of which 


it is built is the same coquina rock 
found and used there now, the blocks 
as perfectly cut as any modern stone 
work and the cement holds perfectly 
still. 


The Old Mission. 


The mission, for whose protection 


the fort was built, nearly perished a 
few years ago, when some 
short- 


sighted person 
conceived tbe happy 


idea of tearing it down to use the 
stone in building a wall. To protect 
it in future, the entire property was 
purchased by a Mr. Connor of New 
York. The drive to the mission is 
wlerd and delightful, the road wind- 
ing chiefly through a. 
semi-tropical
